Baseball Cheers Return of “Priceless” Blue Jays Rings

The Canadian Baseball Hall of 
Fame is applauding the recovery 
of two Blue Jays commemorative 
rings missing since 1994. 

One is a 1992 World Series cham- 
pionship ring, the other a Blue Jays 
anniversary ring. Baseball histori- 
ans consider such items important 
pieces of Canadian sport history. 
“These things were the first World 


Series in Canada, very significant 
and very important to Canadian 
baseball history,” said Scott Craw- 
ford, director of operations for the 
St. Mary’s Ont. based Hall of Fame 
and Museum. 

Peel Regional Police recovered the 
two rings on Oct. 11th. They were 
stolen from a home in the Missis- 
sauga Road and Highway 403 area 
in April 1994. 

The owner was an executive with 


the club during its glory years 
when the Jays were the best team 
in baseball for two straight years. 
Investigators received information 
that the baubles were being offered 
for sale on an online buy and sell 
website. They were recovered and 
returned to the rightful owner, who 
police say does not want to be iden- 
tified.

Mississauga has had its sec- 
ond homicide in less than a 
week. 

Peel Police’s Homicide and 
Missing Persons Bureau are 


once again seeking public as- 
sistance after the death of an 
18-year-old man during an 
altercation at the south end of 
the city. 

Authorities responded to a 
disturbance early Saturday 
morning at 12:51 a.m. in the

The Peel police ring re- 
covery is not the first 
time a World Series ring 
has been stolen from a 
Toronto Blue Jays exec- 
utive. 

In 1996, police recovered 
a 1992 World Series gold 
and diamond ring owned 
by Paul Beeston, the Jays 
president at the time. The 
ring was stolen from Bee- 
ston’s Toronto home the 
year before, along with a 
1993 World Series ring. 
Crawford says the World 
Series rings at the mu- 
seum in St. Mary’s are 
among the top draws for 
visitors. 

“We have rings at our 
hall of fame. They are two 
of the highlights in the 
museum because the ma- 
jority of the fans are Blue 


Jay fans. They always 
stop and gawk, double 
take these shiny fantastic 
looking rings. So we're 
pretty proud of them. 
They’re always the high- 
light of our tours.” 

A similar World Series 
ring is currently listed for 
sale for $9,423.60 USD 
on PriceRealized, an on- 
line auction house which 
bills itself as the memo- 
rabilia industry’s “ist and 
only comprehensive price 
database and_ research 
service.” 

Crawford says the val- 
ue of the Blue Jays rings 
cannot be measured 
strictly in dollar terms. 
“That’s what makes it so 
expensive and rare, the 
average person doesn’t 
have it and has never seen 
it. This person who got 
it back, it’s fantastic for 
them. It’s been 23 years 


since it was taken. It’s a 
long time to be without 
one of the most precious 
things that you’ve worked 
for,” he said. 

“We're about persever- 
ing baseball history in 
Canada and all around 
and this is one of the 
ways. If you have World 
Series rings, it’s the thing 
coaches have, players 
have, and executives but 
the general public doesn’t 
have,” Crawford said. 
Crawford estimates that 
100 rings were awarded 
in after each of Toron- 
to’s World Series winning 
seasons. 

The Canadian Baseball 
Hall of Fame has been in 
operation since 1998 and 
attracts several thousand 
visitors each year. 


Peel Police Supporting National Teen

“Young people make up 
just 12 per cent of licensed 
drivers, but account for 
about 20 per cent of all 
road-related injuries and 
deaths,” says Inspector Paul 
Pogue. 

“Through NTDSW and 
community initiatives like 
National Teen Driver Safe- 
ty Week, we are encourag- 


ing young drivers to think 
about risks and responsi- 
bility - and why they should 
choose to make safety their 
number one priority.” 

“Just one wrong choice can 
cause a devastating colli- 
sion.” says Steve Podborski, 
Parachute President and 
CEO. “Teen drivers have 
the power to make the right 
choices, prevent heartbreak 
and save lives.”

Confusion prevails at strike-bound Mississauga Sheridan

Students at Mississauga’s 
Sheridan College campus 
sympathize, but are con- 
fused, worried, and yes, an- 
gry that their education is 
on hold because a strike by 
unionized instructors has 
cancelled classes. 
The Hazel McCallion cam- 
pus in downtown Missis- 
sauga was quiet and bike 
racks almost empty on 
the strike’s first day Mon- 
day, although some of the 
school’s 5,500 _ students 
came to common areas to 
work on projects together, 
or study in the library. 
Most students are sched- 
uled to write midterms this 
week, but that’s uncertain 
as long as the OPSEU strike 
lasts. 
Laenard Go, like many oth- 
er students, was told he’d 
be writing midterm exams 
this week, but that was be- 
fore the strike shut classes 
for nearly 17,000 Sheridan 
students in Brampton and 
Mississauga. 

“Tm doing my readings 
to stay ready,” he told Peel 
Daily News. “It’s really hec- 


tic because I’m doing this 
by myself with no guidance 
basically watching YouTube 
videos, not the same as hav- 
ing a teacher in front of you 
in class.” 

The stress is mounting be- 
cause while Go is trying to 
complete his schoolwork, 
he can’t contact his profes- 
sors if there is something he 
doesn’t understand. 
OPSEU’s 12,000 instruc- 
tors at Ontario’s 24 col- 
leges include about 1,050 at 
Sheridan. The teachers are 
striking to back demands 
for higher pay, more job 
security and a bigger role in 
academic decisions. 

The big public sector union 
notes there have been four 
college strikes in the last 
three decades and all of 
them have lasted only about 
three weeks, with no stu- 
dent losing her semester or 
academic year. 

Sheridan student Nikita 
Sharma says it’s hard to 
understand why instructors 
can’t respond to the stu- 
dents who are doing their 
best to keep up with their 
work. She doesn’t want to 
make a mistake. 

“We have assignments in 


third year with real clients 
and we need to deal with 
companies to write reports 
... if we have questions, how 
do we deal with that if we 
can’t reach our professor or 
anyone who can help you?” 
Due to the strike, coun- 
selling is not immediately 
available to students. 

“Tf I was in the middle of 
a crisis I need to talk to a 
counsellor,” says Sharma. 
“They would get back to me 
eventually...but it’s not in 
favour of the student and 
that should be the first pri- 
ority.” 

Many students say they 
have heard rumours _ they 
may be compensated for 
the time off school to the 
tune of $40 a day. 
“Depending on how long it 
goes for, if we have a con- 
densed semester because 
of it, I think we should get 
some money back,” says 
second year student Sean 
O’Brien. 

“But if it if ends up being 
remedied, like they extend 
the semester for one or two 
weeks, I would be okay with 
that.” 

Alexandra Janus and Lau- 
ra Dragicuvic have empa- 


thy for the striking staff. 
But it only goes so far. “I 
am pissed,” says Janus. “I 
worked hard during my 
summers to have enough 
money to go to college and 
now it’s a slap in the face, 
it’s taken away from me...” 

“Tm upset that none of the 
teachers specifically told 
us anything to do with the 
strike beforehand,” says 
Dragicuvic, adding she 
feels “very disconnected” by

the picket lines around the 
school. 

Fourth year marketing stu- 
dent Adam McInnis is more 
relaxed about his classes. 
He feels the situation will 
get settled soon so “there’s 
no reason to get riled up.” 
Architecture student Siru 
Lun has concerns about the 
workload being condensed 
to the end of the semester. 
“We will have to work really 
hard at the end.” 


Union strike at colleges repeat of past disputes

OPSEU’s strike against 
Ontario’s 24 colleges that 
began Monday is the fourth 
since the post-secondary 
system was set up half a 
century ago. 

And for the nearly 17,000 
students at Sheridan Col- 
lege campuses in Missis- 
sauga and Brampton who 
will see their classes can- 
celled while their instruc- 
tors walk the picket lines, 
history teaches us that the 
current labour dispute may 
end in a few weeks. 

The union’s college faculty 
went on strike in 1985 for 
more than three weeks over 
workload issues, before 
they were legislated back 
to work by the provincial 
government and the dis- 
pute was sent to an arbiter 
to decide. 

Five years later under the 
David Peterson Liberals in 
1989, conflict over salaries 
and sick leave led to anoth- 
er faculty strike, for three 
weeks before the two sides 
put their unresolved issues 
before arbitrator Martin 
Teplitsky. 


In 2006, a bitter 18-day 
faculty strike over wages 
and class was settled after a 
warning from Premier Dal- 
ton McGuinty that he was 
losing patience over the dis- 
pute and he wanted college 
teachers back in their class- 
rooms the next day. The 
two sides agreed to send 
the dispute to an arbitrator, 
who ruled on issues key to 
both sides. 

Negotiations were also 
tense four years later but 
a bare majority of instruc- 
tors accepted the colleges’ 
final offer without going on 
strike. 

The Ontario Public Service 
Employees Union, the big- 
gest public sector group in 
the province, says bargain- 
ing in the college sector has 
been tough over the decades 
but the three earlier strikes 
did not last very long. 

“In over 40 years and 19 
rounds of bargaining, work 
stoppages have occurred 
only three times,” the union 
said in a 2013 report that 
analyzed labour issues in 
Ontario’s community col- 
leges and pressed for more 
government funding for the 


system. 

“In addition, while strikes 
can be disruptive to stu- 
dents, none of the work 
stoppages lasted longer 
than three weeks, and none 
of them resulted in students 
losing an academic year, or 
even a semester.” 

That suggests the current 
strike - where the two sides 
are $250 million a year 
apart in their contract de- 
mands - may also be sent to 
an arbiter for resolution or 
the picketing strikers may 
face government back to 


work legislation. 
The provincial Liberal 
government has_ rapidly 


expanded post-secondary 
enrolment in Ontario and 
expanded the OSAP loan 
program to help boost skills 
training for future workers 
in the knowledge economy. 
But OPSEU says it has not 
put enough money into the 
schools to keep tuition fees 
low and hire more full-time 
teaching staff. 

“From the history of col- 
lege faculty collective bar- 
gaining to date, it is clear 
that the issues of workload, 
sufficient full-time staffing, 


academic freedom, and 
sufficient remuneration are 
recurring,” said the OPSEU 
report. 

“Tt is also clear that from 
the perspective of faculty, 
the most important issues 
dealt with in bargaining 
have also been the issues 
most directly related to 
quality of education and to 
the quality and collegiality 
of the academic work envi- 
ronment.” 

The union for 12,000 fac- 
ulty across Ontario, includ- 
ing 1,050 at Sheridan, says 
the colleges suffer from 


three structural flaws: not 
enough government fund- 
ing, poor allocation of col- 
lege money and an industri- 
al management model. 
Those flaws “have been 
only partially accessible 
through the process of con- 
tract negotiations,” OPSEU 
says. 

“Larger questions of sys- 
tem funding and the struc- 
ture of governance in the 
colleges are directly related 
to government legislation 
and fiscal policy.”

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As deadline looms, prof puts GTA’s Amazon HQ2 bid on shortlist

With a deadline looming 
this week, the team spear- 
heading the GTA’s push to 
host Amazon’s new head- 
lit is still putting the 
nal touches on a bid that 
will compete with dozens of 
North American cities. 
The deadline for Phase 1 of 
the $5 billion bidding war 


is Thursday, Oct. 19 with a 
decision on the winning bid 
coming next year. 

The e-commerce _ giant 
announced last month it 
would solicit offers from 
across North America from 
cities looking to host the 
company’s second head- 
quarters and the 50,000 
jobs it plans to add over the 
next decade or so. 

So far, about 40 cities in 
Canada and the United 
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States have revealed they 
will bid - from Atlanta and 
Chicago to Hamilton, To- 
ronto, Winnipeg, Washing- 
ton, D.C. and Worcester, 
Mass. Vancouver has two 
bids for the Amazon proj- 
ect - one from the B.C. me- 
tropolis and one from its 
smaller U.S. sister city in 
Washington state just south 
of the border. 

The regional GTA pitch 
that includes Toronto, Mis- 
sissauga, Brampton and 
other suburban cities is still 
a work in progress. 

“At the moment, the details 
in the bid are not yet final- 
ized,” wrote Julia Sakas, 
Toronto Global’s director of 
marketing and communi- 
cations, in an email to Peel 
Daily News. 

“Please stay tuned.” 
Considering what’s at 
stake, 50,000 jobs and an 
estimated $50 billion in 
economic ppg compet- 
ing cities from across the 
continent will certainly be 
staying tuned to whatever 
Amazon’s CEO Jeff Bezos 


decides. 

Despite the bidding frenzy, 
one big Texas city, San An- 
tonio, is pulling out of the 
HQ2 race. 

“Blindly giving away the 
farm isn’t our style,” May- 
or Ron Nirenberg wrote in 
an open letter to residents 
revealing the city won’t bid. 
“Tt has to be the right fit, 
not just for the company 
but for the entire commu- 
nity.” 

As for the GTA bid, Sakas 
said it'll be at least midweek 
before Canadians know 
what kind of government 
incentive package the GTA 
will be offering Amazon. 
“There will be more infor- 
mation available about To- 
ronto’s bid on Wednesday 
and Thursday,” she said. 

If details are released 
Wednesday, it would give 
Peel Region residents just a 
day to react to its contents 
before Thursday’s deadline. 
The Toronto Global mar- 
keting agency is working 
with the mayors of Toron- 
to, Mississauga, Brampton 


and other parts of the GTA 
to put the region’s most at- 
tractive features on display 
for Amazon’s_ consider- 
ation. 

At least one noted expert 
in urban theory, Richard 
Florida, put Toronto on his 
short list of early favourites. 
A professor at the Rotman 
School of Management at 
the University of Toronto, 
Florida made _ public his 
“top three” picks (Toronto, 
Chicago, D.C.). 

He also selected a “second 
tier” (Dallas, Atlanta, Twin 
Cities, Denver, Boston, 
Philadelphia), and a list of 
“sleepers” (Detroit, Pitts- 
burgh, Austin, Nashville), 
and places that “deserve 
more attention” (New York 
City, Los Angeles) for the 
headquarters. 

Other Canadian cities that 
have said they will bid are 
Calgary, Edmonton, Hali- 
fax and possibly Sault Ste. 
Marie in northern Ontario, 
but they'd be considered 
long shots at best. 

In an exclusive interview 


with PDN columnist John 
Valorzi, Toronto Glob- 
al chairman Mark Cohon 
said the bid will highlight 
the GTAs many _attrac- 
tive qualities as a business 
centre - “an expansive and 
rapidly growing technology 
ecosystem . . and depth and 
breadth of our global talent 
pool.” 
The GTA bid will be over- 
seen by the Ontario gov- 
ernment, suggesting the 
pS and Ottawa most 
ikely, are prepared to kick 
in hundreds of millions— 
coe billions— in subsi- 
ies to lure Amazon here. 
As far as possible locations 
in Peel Region Amazon’s 
HQ2, some in Brampton 
have floated a_ location 
north of Derry Rd, between 
Highway 10 and Kennedy 
Rd. as an ideal choice. 
Sites in the docklands area 
of east end Toronto and in 
Mississauga near Pearson 
Airport have also been ex- 
plored. 


Liberals cut small business taxes and make other changes to “tax fairness” plan

The federal Liberal 
government has come 
under intense fire from 
the Mississauga and 
Brampton usiness 
communities and the 
rest of corporate Cana- 
da over its plan to hike 
taxes on small business- 
es, but it moved Mon- 
day to calm the storm 
and give the sector a fi- 
nancial break. 

In a move partly aimed 
at countering the polit- 
ical fallout from a na- 
tional anti-tax backlash 
over government’s “tax 
fairness” ideas, the Lib- 
erals revealed they will 
cut the small business 
tax rate half a point to 
10 per cent in January 
and to nine per cent by 
2019. 

Prime Minister Justin 
Trudeau also said the 
Liberals won’t change 
the lifetime capital 
gains rule, which al- 
lows business owners 
to convert business in- 
come into capital gains, 
which is taxed at a a 
lower rate. 
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Trudeau said the tax 
cut will provide small 
businesses up to an ad- 
ditional $7,500 a year 
in tax relief and cost the 
government up to $2.9 
billion over five years 
in lost revenues, money 
that can be reinvested 
back into their busi- 
nesses. 

To counter the costs to 
the treasury, the gov- 
ernment will also take 
steps to ensure that Ca- 
nadian-controlled _ pri- 
vate corporation status 
is not used to reduce 
personal income tax 
obligations for high-in- 
come earners rather 
than supporting small 
businesses. 
Brampton’s leading 
business lobby  wel- 
comed the changes but 
said more must be done 
to reform the tax system 
anf make Canada more 
attractive for global 
sources of investment. 
“Today’s announce- 
ment is the first step 
of a broader consul- 
tation required on tax 
reform.” Todd Letts, 
CEO of the Brampton 


Board of Trade, wrote 
in an email to Peel Daily 
News. 

“The proposed reduc- 
tion of the small busi- 
ness tax rate, clarity 
on the tax treatment of 
family member’s busi- 
ness contributions to 
and the lifetime cap- 
ital gains exemption 
are welcomed by the 
business community. 
However, a more com- 
prehensive review of 
our tax system remains 
essential for Canada’s 
competitiveness.” 
Based on what it heard 
from Canadians in a 
series of country-wide 
consultations on tax 
planning using private 
corporations, the Lib- 
erals plan to outline 
their approach to better 
target strategies used 
by the relatively small 
number of high-income 
individuals who get the 
biggest advantage from 
existing tax rules. 
Finance Minister Bill 
Morneau, the cabinet 
minister whose image 
has been tarnished by 
the “tax fairness” plan 


he revealed in July, said 
the government “made 
a promise to middle 
class Canadians that we 
would lower their taxes 
and make sure everyone 
pays their fair share.” 
“We will be taking the 
next step towards great- 
er tax fairness by ad- 
dressing tax planning 
strategies that benefit 
the wealthiest, while 
fulfilling our commit- 
ment to lower the small 
business tax rate to nine 
per cent. We will make 
sure this small business 
rate is effective in en- 
couraging businesses to 
grow, buy new equip- 
ment and hire more 
workers.” 

Other business groups 
generally approved 
the Liberals’ change of 
heart. 

The Retail Council of 
Canada said it approved 
of the tax cut and some 
of the other changes to 
soften Morneau’s earli- 
er plan to limit the use 
of private corporations 
and so-called income 
sprinkling to avoid tax- 
es. 


“The retail industry had 
been particularly con- 
comed. about the direc- 
tion of several aspects 
of the original package, 
including those relat- 
ed to dividend distri- 
bution by family busi- 
nesses and to passive 
investments,” said Di- 
ane Brisebois, president 
and CEO of the group. 

“Today’s announce- 


ment clarifies the intent 
of the government and 
is a far more support- 
able package overall.” 

Meanwhile, 


the Ca- 


nadian Federation of 
Independent Business 
also welcomed the busi- 
ness tax cuts, which 
were promised in the 
2015 campaign.

Parrish asks for financial details of foreign trade trips, seeks “transparency”

Councillor Carolyn Par- 
rish wants to see more 
transparency when local 
politicians go on foreign 
trips, including specifics 
on costs and benefits. 
The Ward 5 councillor 
says the Region of Peel 
is looking at making this 
a practice and she wants 
the same for Mississau- 
ga, whose mayor and 
economic development 
officials just came back 
from an investment mis- 
sion to Japan, their third 
global trip in the last 
three years. 

Local taxpayer groups 
have long sought details 
on how much such trips 
cost - likely tens of thou- 
sands of dollars - and 
whether they are worth 
the expense for what 
they deliver. 

“When these trips are 
taken, even if they’re 
staff trips, who went on 
them, how much it costs 


for the staff and coun- 
cillors to go on them 
should be included as 
part of the report,” said 
Parrish, who sits on Peel 
Region’s expense com- 
mittee. 

“T’d like to include that 
here once it’s completed 
at the region.” 

The latest Japan trip for 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
helped cement a ma- 
jor new aerospace in- 
vestment from Japan’s 
Tohmei Industries for 
Mississauga, adding to 
the aerospace cluster of 
more than 300 compa- 
nies and 27,000 work- 
ers. Meanwhile, a big 
Japanese hotel operator, 
Toyoko Inn Co., is also 
looking to expand its 
chain of no-frills busi- 
ness hotels to the Peel 
ci 

“Fm not doing this in 
a critical way.” Parrish 
told council Wednesday, 
addressing a report by 
Crombie on her week- 
long commercial mis- 


sion to Japan, her sec- 
ond in two years. 

In 2015, the mayor also 
travelled to South Amer- 
ica and helped lure a 
$56-million pharma in- 
vestment from Brazilian 
drug maker BioLab to 
Mississauga. 

“It’s probably very in- 
expensive compared to 
what you pulled off,” 
Parrish said, congratu- 
lating the mayor on the 
latest mission. 

“You brought an amaz- 
ing company to Missis- 
sauga. Hopefully it will 
be in Ward 5, where ev- 
erything goes. But I think 
in future we should pre- 
empt being instructed to 
do so (be transparent). I 
know there’s lots of cu- 
riosity about these trips 
and people (should) see 
it’s a pretty streamlined 
group that goes and it’s 
not expensive and_ it 
does produce results.” 
Ward 9 councilor Pat 
Saito also lauded Crom- 
bie for the Japanese 


mission and said the 
potential Toyoko Inn ex- 
pansion would be a shot 
in the arm to the local 
tourist sector, which is 
trying to lure more Asian 
visitors to the city. 
“Toyoko Inn is looking 
to locate in the City of 
Mississauga,” Saito said. 
“From a tourism per- 
spective that will be a 
huge draw as we are in 
tourism right now start- 
ing to look at attracting 
tourists from China and 
Japan. Having a hotel 
chain from Japan that 
is well respected will go 
a long way to help that 
promotion.” 

Crombie said she went 
with two others to Japan 
- her chief of staff Rob 
Trewartha and econom- 
ic development head 
Harold Dremin and the 
travel costs for two of 
them was $13,500. Costs 
for the third have not yet 
been finalized.

Loblaws to cut 500 office workers, 
managers across Canada 


Brampton-based Loblaw 
Companies Ltd., the coun- 
try’s largest grocery store 
chain, is shedding 500 
office jobs in a bid to cut 
costs as it prepares for a 
hit to its bottom line from 
Ontario’s coming hikes in 
the minimum wage. 

The grocer began cutting 
the corporate office, man- 
agement and other admin- 
istrative jobs immediately 
Monday at company oper- 
ations in the GTA, Calgary, 
Halifax, Winnipeg and 
Montreal. Store front-line 
jobs have not been affect- 
ed. 

The company has looked 
to streamline its business 
in a cutthroat food mar- 
ket that will soon produce 
eventhinner profit mar- 
gins for grocery chains. 
Loblaw’s estimates the 
Wynne Liberal govern- 
ment’s $15 an hour min- 
imum wage hike will cost 
the company $190 million 
next year alone. 

Metro, another big gro- 
cer, says it will face $50 


million in higher costs in 
2018 from the new mini- 
mum wage policy. 

The Liberals plans to 
phase in the current 
$11.60 minimum wage 
hike gradually -- to $14 an 
hour by Jan. 1 and the full 
$15 the following year. But 
that pace is still too fast for 
business, which is already 
being squeezed by higher 
taxes and payroll costs like 
CPP and EI deductions. 
Finance Minister Charles 
Sousa has promised some 
financial relief for busi- 
ness and it could come 
during the annual eco- 
nomic update he will give 
in November. 

Business groups, bank 
economists and _ others 
warn the new minimum 
wage could cost between 
50,000 to 185,000 jobs 
and hurt the economy 
- countering the govern- 
ment’s claims it will put 
more money into workers’ 
pockets and help boost 
spending on goods and 
services. 


David Wojcik, president 
and CEO of the Missis- 
sauga Board of Trade, told 
Peel Daily News recently 
he has heard complaints 
from his 1,500 member 
group about the new wage 
policy. 

“These workplace chang- 
es including the dramatic 
increase in the minimum 
wage in a very short peri- 
od of time will make it very 
difficult to do business in 
Mississauga,” he warns. 
Loblaw’s is the biggest 
grocery chain and drug 
store operator in the 
country, with more than 
2,400 corporate, fran- 
chised and _ associated 
stores under numerous 
brands. 

The company also owns 
the Shoppers Drug Mart 
drug store chain and em- 
ploys about 200,000 
people at its various divi- 
sions, including 1,800 at 
its Brampton head office 
and other operations in 
the city. 
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Brampton mayor says province wants cities to review pot-smoking centre idea

The Ontario govern- 
ment is not just going 
to sell pot through LC- 
BO-type stores, it’s also 
looking at whether to 
set up stand-alone sites 
where people can smoke 
the marijuana they buy. 
The province has asked 
cities for feedback on 
five areas of its new pot 
policy ahead of pend- 
ing legislation to im- 
plement the plan, May- 
or Linda Jeffrey told 
Brampton council. 

One of these areas 
is getting municipal 
ideas on whether there 
should be stand-alone 
centres where pot can 
be smoked. 

That’s presumably 
meant to encourage us- 


ers to avoid smoking at 
work, in their car or in 
public spaces, things 
that are already prohib- 
ited under the provin- 
cial plan. 

“They want to know 
what to consider in cre- 
ating a place of use re- 
gime,” the mayor told 
councillors. 

“There’s a_ possibility 
of establishing a des- 
ignated establishment 
and venue where recre- 
ational cannabis can be 
consumed after legal- 
ization has been imple- 
mented.” 

“They want to explore 
those approaches with 


municipalities.” 
The province and mu- 
nicipalities are also 


currently in talks to 
decide how to split the 


hundreds of millions or 
billions of dollars ex- 
pected from legal sales 
of marijuana. 

After the costs of build- 
ing or renting and su- 
pervising new pot stores 
and paying the OPSEU 
unionized workers who 
will man them, there 
still could be hundreds 
of millions of dollars 
left over for cash-hun- 
gry governments to tax 
and fight over. 

A 50-50 split of what’s 
left is possible, but 
those talks will likely 
continue for a while. 
Last month, Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa 
and Attorney General 
Yasir Naqvi announced 
the province will open 
80 pot stores over the 
first year and up to 150 


Teamsters strike at Pearson settled 
after nearly three months 


About 700 ground 
crew workers have 
struck a tentative deal 
with Swissport Cana- 
da, ending a 10-week 
strike by baggage han- 
dlers, cabin cleaners 
and others that had 
disrupted operations 
at Pearson Airport. 
The unionized mem- 
bers of Teamsters Lo- 
cal 419 agreed to the 
new contract with the 
private global cargo 
handler late Monday 
after rejecting several 
previous offers. 
Details of the new 
deal, its length and 
financial terms, were 
not disclosed pending 
a ratification meeting. 
That ratification date 
has not been set but 
the union local’s gen- 
eral meeting will take 
place Sunday, Oct. 29 
at the union hall on 
Meyerside Drive in 
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northeastern Missis- 


sauga. 
Owned by a Swiss 
multinational that 


operates around the 
world, Swissport pro- 
vides baggage hand- 
ing services to 30 of 
Pearson’s 74 airlines, 
including British Air- 
ways, Sunwing, Air 
Transat, Air France 
and Germany’s 
Lufthansa. 

The Teamsters work- 
ers went on _ strike 
July 27 in a dispute 
over planned pay and 
benefit cuts by the 
company, scheduling 
issues and troubled 
relations with Swis- 
sport managers. 

The strike slowed 
down operations at 
Pearson, causing 
flight delays, baggage 
backlogs and process- 
ing delays for tens of 
thousands of travel- 


lers. 
Swissport Cargo 
Handling is located 


on Mississauga’s Sil- 
ver Dart Dr. and is the 
Canadian unit of Zu- 
rich-based Swissport, 
a multinational that’s 
the world’s largest 
provider of air cargo 
handling services. 
The company has 
62,000 employees 
and 133 warehouses 
around the globe. 

Air Canada and West- 
Jet, this country’s 
two biggest carriers, 
were not affected by 
the Swissport strike. 
They have their own 
baggage operations or 
use other companies. 
U.S. airlines like Del- 
ta, United and Amer- 
ican were also not af- 
fected.

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Workers to strike Mississauga-based cash handler Brink's Canada

Unionized workers at 
Mississauga-based Brink’s 
Canada Ltd. in Ontario 
and British Columbia 
plan to strike this week 
after failing to reach a 
new contract with the 
cash-handling security 
company. 


The Unifor union, which 
represents 1,060 workers 
in the two_ provinces, 
issued a 72-hour strike 
notice that could lead 
to a walkout as early as 
Thursday morning. The 
strike would affect 260 
workers in B.C. and about 


800 at several Unifor 
locals in Ontario.

New OPSEU deal with hospitals 


A deal between a big pub- 
lic sector union and the 
Ontario Hospital Associa- 
tion “sets the standard” for 
a first contract with 300 
workers at the Brampton 
Civic and Peel Memorial 
hospitals. 

The contract extension be- 
tween the Ontario Public 
Service Employees Union 
and the province’s hospitals 
affects 25,000 unionized 
workers such as lab techni- 
cians, therapists and social 
workers. But it will also af- 
fect what the 300 OPSEU 
workers at the William 
Osler system in Brampton 
seek in their first contract 
with the hospital operator. 


by its refusal to staff its 
armoured cars to provide 
maximum safety to both 
workers and the public,” 
said the union’s national 
president Jerry Dias. 
“Unifor will not sign an 
agreement that puts lives 
in jeopardy.” 

The security services 
company is based on 
Robert Speck Parkway 
near Square One _ in 
Mississauga and is a 
subsidiary of a big Virginia- 
based multinational that 
employs 134,000 security 
guards and others around 
the world. 

In Canada, the company 
provides armed guard and 
other security and cash 
handling services across 
the country. Its major 


William Osler Health in- 
cludes Brampton Civic, Peel 
Memorial and Etobicoke 
General hospitals, which 
provide services to a diverse 
population of more than 1.3 
million in the western GTA. 
“Those 300 weren’t part of 
this contract extension but 
will be affected by its terms 
when they negotiate their 
first deal with the employ- 
er,” said OPSEU regional 
vice-president Sara Labelle. 
She told Peel Daily News 
that Mississauga hospi- 
tals are not affected by the 
latest deal because their 
professional workers are 
non-unionized. 

More than 240 diagnostic 


clients include the big 
banks and other financial 
companies, which are 
adopting new electronic 
payment technologies, 
which make cash-handling 
less necessary. 


The Mississauga company 
said it’s disappointed by 
the looming strike and 
warned the walkout could 
lead to job cuts and other 
difficulties for both sides. 


“We have been 
transparent with Unifor 
about the challenges our 
company faces and the 
changes that need to be 
made,” Brink’s said in a 
statement. 


“The terms put forward 
by Brink’s Canada have 
been fair and reasonable 
given the current state of 


our business. Our proposal 
protects jobs and current 
pensions, offers future 
employees a new pension 
plan, and ensures that our 
workforce will continue 
to be deployed safely and 
efficiently.” 


Brink’s went on to say the 

strike “will have a serious 
impact on our business, 
especially given __ the 
hetavionr of consumers 
who are ___ increasingly 
shifting from cash _ to 
electronic payments.” 


“We wish the 
circumstances were 
different, but we are in a 
precarious industry with 
many traditional business 
lines in decline. A work 
disruption may have 
an irreversible negative 


impact on Brink’s Canada’s 
operations across the 
country and on the jobs 
those operations support.” 


A key dispute in earlier 
talks involved the 
implementation of the “all 
off” crewing model, where 
the use of two-person 
crews on the familiar white 
and light grey Brink’s 
trucks means the driver 
and messenger are both 
forced to disembark from 
the vehicle at cash drop- 
offs and pick-ups, leaving 
them vulnerable to attack. 


Unifor said it has long 
pressed the company to 
eliminate the “all off” 
model, instead _ calling 
for three-person crews to 
allow the driver to stay in 
the vehicle as a lookout. 


Other contentious issues 
include a_ proposal by 
Brink’s to switch workers 
from a well-funded defined 
benefit pension to a 
cheaper voluntary defined 
contribution plan to lower 
the company’s pension 
costs. Moreover, workers 
in British Columbia also 
lag behind their Ontario 
counterparts financially. 


Unifor is Canada’s largest

imaging staff with the Wil- 
liam Osler hospitals voted 
last year to join OPSEU, but 
are still working on negoti- 
ating their first contract.

If ratified by both sides, 
the latest OPSEU extension

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The deal maintains all pro- 
visions contained in the 
current collective agree- 
ment reached 18 months 
ago, and provides for annu- 
al wage increases of 1.75 per 
cent effective April 1, 2019.

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Mississauga Ward 6 Councillor rejects calls to increase 


At Mississauga City 
Council last week, 
Councillor Ron Starr 
spoke briefly about the 
issue of whether or not 
to increase the expense 
budgets for ward coun- 
cillors.

“T don’t know why 
we're even looking at it. 
Every councillor here 
has already got at least 
a minimum of $20,000 
sitting in their account, 
sitting at the end of Au- 
gust.

We talk- 
ed about newsletters. 
If we compare news- 
letters all throughout 
that, Councillor Ian- 
nicca does a great job 
because his newsletter 
comes out for $5,000, 
and that’s right here in 
the documents. 

I’m just saying, you 
still have $24,000 sit- 
ting there, so I don’t 
even see what point 
there is asking for more 
money at this juncture.

I can’t even support 
reopening or taking a 
second look at it until 
we have the real need.

I 
don’t even know why 
we re trying to beat this 
up again, so let’s move 
on.” 


Brampton Has Highest Insurance Rates 


No one is quite sure why it 
is, but Brampton remains 
by far the most expensive 
city in Ontario to insure a 
car. 

A 2017 survey released 
Tuesday by the Kanetix. 
ca insurance website notes 
that drivers in the Flower 
City pay an average premi- 
um of $2,268 - $443 more 
than the $1,825 drivers 
pay each year in Vaughan, 
the second most expensive 
city for car insurance in the 
province. 

Mississauga ranks third 
with an average premi- 
um of $1,788, followed by 
Markham at $1,785 and the 
City of Toronto at $1,743. 
Rounding out the Top 10 
are Richmond Hill, Ajax, 
Hamilton, Pickering and 
Whitby, all well above the 
provincial average premi- 
um of $1,316.. 

There are many reasons 
for high insurance rates, 
from expensive auto body 
shops and outright fraud to 
bad driving, rising claims 
and industry practices that 
link premiums to where 
you live and not just your 
driving record. 

Last year, a Kanetix official 
said one thing that may be 
happening in Brampton is 
that many drivers in the city 
don’t have that much expe- 
rience behind the wheel. As 
well, Brampton and Missis- 
sauga have huge transport 
sectors, with thousands of 
trucks and drivers deliv- 
ering goods along Peel’s 
roads every day, making 
traffic congested and prone 
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to more accidents. 

High car insurance rates 
have been an issue at 
Queen’s Park for years and 
the Wynne government has 
come under fire for fail- 
ing to meet the promise it 
made to the NDP in a 2013 
minority government deal 
to lower premiums by 15 
per cent by mid-2015. 

The Liberals brought in 
reforms, passed new laws 
and made other moves to 
cut costs for the insurance 
industry by clamping down 
on tow truck fraud and ex- 
cessive legal fees as well as 
legal settlements. 

But so far, insurance rates 
have dropped by less than 
half the promised 15 per 
cent decline, so further re- 
forms may be necessary in 
future. 


In its report, Kanetix of- 
fers this advice for drivers 
trying to lower their premi- 
ums: 

- Maintain a clean driving 
record. 

- Bundle your auto insur- 
ance and home insurance 
policies to see savings of 
five 5 to 15 per cent. 

- Install winter tires and 
save up to five per cent. 

- Increase your deductibles 
and save up to 10 per cent; 
but make sure you can pay 
the higher deductible if 
there’s a claim. 

- And pay your premi- 
ums annually, in one lump 
sum, instead of monthly 
to avoid the extra fee that 
many companies charge to 
administer payments each 
month. 


Court approves Sears liquidation, Peel stores to shut 


About 200 workers in Sears 
stores at Erin Mills Town 
Centre and Bramalea City 
Centre malls will be out of 
work soon when the failed de- 
partment store chain goes out 
of business over the next few 
months. 


An Ontario Superior Court 
judge on Friday approved 
a request by Sears to liqui- 
date all its 130 stores and cut 
12,000 jobs across Canada, 
including those in Brampton 
and Mississauga. The com- 
pany will go out of business 
after it holds liquidation sales 
at its outlets over the next 
three months. 


According to published re- 
ports, Justice Glenn Hainey 
said he approved Sears Can- 
ada’s liquidation request be- 
cause he was “satisfied that 
there is no other viable alter- 
native.”

The Mississauga and Bramp- 

ton stores survived an earlier 
spate of closures in June that 
affected several Ontario lo- 
cations, including Brockville, 
Cornwall, Cambridge, and 
Kingston. At the time, Sears 
sought bankruptcy protection 
from creditors and looked 
for a buyer or major investor 
to keep its remaining stores 
alive. 


But Sears Canada revealed 
last week it had found no 
“white knight” and was going 
out of business. 


Now that the court has ap- 
proved Sears request to wind 
down, liquidation sales at the 
Mississauga and Brampton 
stores and other retail loca- 
tions will begin no earlier 
than this Friday Oct. 19 and 
last between 10 to 14 weeks. 


The retailer has about 130 
remaining stores, including 


74 Sears stores, eight Sears 
Home stores and 49 Home- 
town stores that are inde- 
pendently owned and run but 
affiliated with the retailer. 


Sears Canada was granted 
protection under the Compa- 
nies’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act in June and had been 
seeking new partners or buy- 
ers of its remaining stores to 
restructure its business and 
stay alive. 


“Sears Canada received and 
implemented going concern 
transactions for various lines 
of business, but following 
exhaustive efforts, no viable 
transaction for the company 
to continue as a going con- 
cern was received,” the retail- 
er said. 

“The company deeply regrets 
this pending outcome and 
the resulting loss of jobs and 
store closures.” 


Mississauga chemist nabs $22-million investment deal 
for cancer drug research 


Professor Patrick Gunning, 

a medicinal chemist whose 
lab at the University of To- 
ronto Mississauga is revolu- 
tionizing how cancer-killing 
drugs are produced, has 
signed a $22-million invest- 
ment deal for Janpix, an on- 
cology-focused startup that 
he co-founded. The invest- 
ment came from Medicxi, 
a European venture capital 
firm. 


“We are absolutely delight- 
ed that Medicxi has made 
this visionary investment in 
technology developed right 
here at U of T Mississauga,” 
says Gunning, who holds 
the Canada Research Chair 
in Medicinal Chemistry. 


“Our work has the potential 

to create new drugs to bat- 
tle aggressive blood, brain 
and breast cancers, and this 
support will help to accel- 
erate that research and get 
those compounds to the pa- 
tients who need them.” 


Gunning’s laboratory at 
UTM’s Centre for Medici- 
nal Chemistry is developing 
compounds that attack var- 
ious forms of cancer. Their 
efforts are focused on signal 
transducers and _ activators 
of transcription (STATs), a 
group of proteins that regu- 
late several genes linked to 
multiple hallmarks of can- 
cer, including uncontrolled 
cell proliferation and cell 
immortality. 


STATs have been identi- 
fied in numerous human 
cancers, including breast, 


blood and brain tumours. 

In particular, Gunning’s 
lab is developing ways to 
inhibit two STAT proteins, 
STAT3 and STATS. 

Janpix, led by CEO Roman 
Fleck, is focused on bring- 
ing a STAT3/STATS drug to 
clinical trials within 18-24 
months. 

“Janpix has made great 
progress in developing trac- 
table compounds that in- 
hibit these difficult-to-tar- 
get proteins,” says Giovanni 
Mariggi, PhD, a principal at 
Medicxi and board member 
of Janpix. 

“The role of STATs in mul- 
tiple tumour types is sup- 
ported by vast data and the 


emerging evidence of their 
role in tumour immunity 
adds an extra dimension to 
the potential impact these 
new drugs could have on 
patients.” 


“It is exciting to see such in- 

vestment, which will trans- 
late academic concepts into 
practical applications,” 
says Professor Ulrich Krull, 
UTM’s Vice-President and 
Principal. “These innova- 
tions in chemistry that have 
been pioneered at UTM will 
potentially support a better 
quality of life, and perhaps 
even save lives, for many 
patients in Canada and 
around the world.”

If you didn’t get one, even- 
tually all the problems and 
issues that were hidden, un- 
beknownst to you, would be 
exposed to the surface and 
the damage resulting would 
be extensive, not to mention 
the tab to fix these issues! 
Likewise, relationships 
must be seen as they truly 
are: a lifelong investment 
that will be a woman’s great- 
est asset or her absolute 
worst living nightmare. 

In Canada alone, the pan- 
demic of domestic violence 
averages a staggering $7.4 
billion per year in post trau- 
matic DV therapy, counsel- 
ing, support groups and the 
like, including doctor visits, 
medicinal prescriptions and 
use of police and judicial/ 
legal services. 

Nearly 1 in 3 women and 
girls are affected by intimate 
partner abuse, or find them- 
selves in unhealthy partner- 
ships. 


67% of all Canadians say 
they personally know at 
least one woman who has 
been sexually, physically, 
emotionally and mental- 
ly abused, and on average, 
every six days, a woman in 
Canada is killed by her inti- 
mate partner. 

On any given day in Cana- 
da, more than 3,000 wom- 
en (along with their 2,500 
children) are living in an 
emergency shelter to escape 
domestic violence. 

Abuse can be physical, but it 
can also be emotional, men- 
tal, financial, spiritual and 
sexual.

Settling in Mississauga 
over the past four years af- 
ter many years living and 
working in the U.S.A., I’ve 
faced a myriad of challeng- 
es in rebuilding my life 
from zero. 


I'd left for the States to 
complete my Masters in 
Social Work after years in 
the bilingual corporate Cus- 
tomer Service world. 


I returned with a new ca- 
reer, zero connections to 
the Social Work community 
and very few to the LGBT- 
TIQA2S community, of 
which I am a part. 


I launched a private prac- 
tice as an R.S.W., special- 
izing in trauma/PTSD and 
with a strong interest in 
serving and supporting the 
LBTTIQA2S community. 
For several years, I prac- 
ticed in downtown Toronto 
and Port Credit. 


Fast forward to spring 
2017: - the time came to 
centralize my services to 
Mississauga, closing my 
downtown office. The deci- 
sion was not easy! 


I realized that after four 
years back in the GTA, my 
connection to my commu- 
nity was primarily made 
through my clients! 


I’ve been fortunate to work 


to. Distance can create tre= 


with teens coming out as 
gay and/or transgender and 
adults who’ve “come out” 
and live and love in their 
authenticity across the gen- 
der and sexual orientation 
spectrums. 


I recognized that in clos- 
ing my downtown practice 
I would need to dedicate 
myself to building LGBT- 
TIQA2S services in my 
hometown! I _ personally 
was experiencing isolation 
and a lack of sense of com- 
munity. 


Services, while wonderful, 

are few for a city like Peel, 
which has over 800,000 
residents. I heard this re- 
peatedly from the LGBT- 
TIQA2S people I encoun- 
tered in Peel. 


It was the Orlando massa- 
cre that brought it home for 
me. To attend a vigil meant 
going to Church St., Toron-

My intention was to cre- 


Every community seeks 
a sense of self. And to see 
itself reflected in society in 
which it exists.

Coming Out Day was 
forged of the idea, and I 
remember it well, that if 
every LBGTTIQA2S _per- 
son “came out” everything 
would change. 


The powers of persecu- 
tion would disappear as we 
“came out” in numbers. One 
would need not hide in fear, 
remain closeted as shame 
and stigma were erased 
with the act of “coming out’ 
on a widespread level. 


For me, “coming out” 
took time. I didn’t realize 
one could live “a gay life”. 
Seems so bizarre in today’s 
context but was very real 29 
years ago. “Coming out”, as 
difficult as it was, allowed
